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‘SO | WON 


Town Manager Gerald Bouchard 
was able to grin, Tuesday, while he 
wecounted the results of the 1964 
Annual Town Meeting, but his voice 
was rueful, and it was with adoleful 
Shake of his head that he regarded 
his victories, 

‘So the Finance Committee wanted 
to give me one 25,000 GVW truck, 
and I got two! I won a truck!’ 

That was his only victory, inwhat 
was (from a Town Manager’s view- 
point) the most disastrous Town 
Meeting ever held in Wilmington, 

While there was no increase in 
taxes as a result of the meeting, 
there may soonbe, for a special town 
meeting is contemplated, at which 
the voters will be asked to increase 
the pay schedules of all employees 
to a point equal to that won by the 
Wilmington Police and Fire Depart- 
ments (15%) in the meeting, 

There were several points that 
rankled Mr. Bouchard, 

The fact that two former Town 
Managers of Wilmington stood up to 
vote for the Police and Fire increa- 
ses was about foremost, but the 
crowing indignity was that the voters 
took away from him the control of 
$2100, which was for Parks, and 
which department he had planned to 
directly control. 

On a motion of Atty Roland Wood, 
the Park Department, taken from the 
Planning Board at their own request, 
was placed under the care of the 
Recreation Committee, 

$2100! 

The Town Meeting saw the pro- 
posed Town Hall turned down, inthe 
shape of a $5000 appropriation for 
architect's plans, by a vote of 300 
to 240, 

Tt_sawthe town vote to have the 
old Building Code committee brought 
back to life, rather than to adopt 
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A TRUCK!’ 


the National Code proposed by Mr 
Bouchard (and thus brought a plea 
from Selectman Charles Black for 
volunteers in the form of construc- 
tion engineers, to sit on the com- 
mittee, 

The Town Meeting voted decisive- 
ly to refuse any Chapter 90 money 
for the construction, alteration, or 
any other work on Lowell Street. 

It did vote $5000 for Ipswich 
River drainage, but Mr Bouchard 
does not rate that among his com- 
Pliments from the Town Meeting, 

No zoning was voted, Only one 
article was presented to the yoters 
and that was turned down, with no 
difficulty, 

The proposed Apartment House 
rezoning, the Skating Rink, and the 
proposals for industrial rezoning 
in North Wilmington were withdrawn 
by their sponsors, and may possibly 
be presented at a later time.

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RENE LA RIVEE CHAIRMAN 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


In a meeting which was completed 
before nine pm Monday, Rene J La 
Rivee, now in his second year, was 
elected the Chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen, in an unanimous vote. 

The meeting was overcast by the 
vote of the Town Meeting, Saturday. 
The Selectmen and Town Manager 
were anxious to place the wage 
scale of other employees on one of 
the same proportion as the Police 
and Firemen, who won a 15% in- 
crease in the annual Town Meeting. 

TM Bouchard told the Selectmen 
that if every employee had his wages 
raised by the same percentage the 
increase would cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $100,000, or about $1.80 
additional tax bill. 

Selectman John Brooks moved 
for a Special Town Meeting, to be 
field ‘as soon as possible, to im- 
plement this desire on the part of 
the Selectmen., and when Mr La 
Rivee made a questioning remark 
Brooks, testily said; ‘There is no 
hidden meaning, no attempts to undo 
that which has been done, I made 
four attempts, Saturday, to straight- 
en out things’ . 

La Rivee spoke again, whereupon 
Brooks said ‘I do not speak for other 
people - I speak only for myself. I 
want that made clear!’ 

To this, with a little smile on his 
face, Selectman Lloyd Bender stated 
‘I speak for everyone in Wilmington!’ 

The committee, earlier, had told 
Vice Chairman Jim Donohue of the 
Democratic Town Committee that it 
would make every efrort to see that 
more time was allocated to the vote 
for the primary election, in April, 
compared with the time of four 
years ago.

About the time of the end of the Revolution, 
Massachusetts, always the first state in the nation 
to be concerned with human rights, held a Constitu- 
tional Convention, the first in the new country” 

In that session many of the delegates refused to 
approve of the new Constitution until a Billof Rights 
had been adopted - a bill which turned out to be the 
forerunner of the Bill of Rights in the Constitution 
of the United States of America, 

Among those delegates was Capt. John Harnden 
of Wilmington, a militia officer who, among other 
things, had marched on Lexington Day. 

If Capt Harnden were able to observe the Town 
Meeting of last Saturday he would have been able to 
understand what was going on, even if there were 
those present who could not. 

For the 1964 Town Meeting was a Wilmington 
Bill of Rights, 

Employees, for some years, had had no opportu- 
nity to be heard, 

They would learn, in the annual Town Meeting, 
that a benign Personnel Advisory Committee had 
recommended a ‘three percent increase in pay’ or 
some such thing. They had no prior knowledge, nor 
had they an opportunity to take any part in the decision 

According to the Town Hall bulletin board, the 
Personnel Advisory Committee meets, ever since 
1959, on Wednesday nights, in the Town Hall. Yet 
it has never met in the Town Hall on Wednesdays, 
nor, would it seem, on other nights. 

Maybe the people who made up that committee 
meant well, but they were totally divorced from the 
realities of the situation. 

Their position was that of the Autocrat of Labor, 
and their spokesman was the Selectman who is 
Wilmington’s greatest orator, and who, more than 
any other person, has seen it convenient to stretch 
the truth in Town Meeting. 

No wonder there was a Revolution! No wonder 
that ~- Wilmington, in the annual Town Meeting of 
1964, declared for itself a Wilmington Bill of Rights! 

That Bill of Rights says that: 

The employees of the Town of Wilmington wish 
to be led, not driven. 

The people of Wilmington wish to participate, 
and not be patronized, 

And they wish to be consulted, not insulted. 


THE WAY TO DO IT 


The annual Town Meeting was not the only rough 
session for Jerry Bouchard, inthe past week. He met 
the Town Fmplovees, in the Barrows Auditorium,

hour, and that session was equally tough, at least 
from Jerry’s standpoint. F 

Probably it was meant kindly, but Jerry wasn’t 
too happy when the employees invited him to join 
their organization. They further told him that they 
were willing to back him, if he wanted to try again 
for a town hall! 

Whether ft was that last offer, or the defeat in 
the Town Meeting is immaterial, for Jerry has now 
decided against any efforts to get a new Town Hall. 

Et is a decision to be regretted. Wilmington does 
need a new Town Hall, just as it needs a new library. 
With proper planning it can have both, and not in old 
church buildings. 

The idea is to swim with the tide, not against it. 

Plans for a new Town Hall canbe had, and plans 
too, for a new Library, without cost to the town in the 
event that the town decides against those plans. 

It can be accomplished in the same manner as 
the town got its pians for the sewers of Wilmington, 
through the Community Facility Administration ofthe 
(US Government) Housing and Home Finance Agency. 
You repay the government as you use the plans, in 
whole or in part. If you only use a part you pay only 
for the part you use. If the plans are not used at 
all, you do not have to pay anything. 

The town would vote for something like that, 
with no aFgument. It was noteworthy, in the Town 
Meeting, that the first questions asked, when Article 
15 reached the floor, were not about a new Town Hall 
but about a new Library. 

Wilmington, a few years ago, went along witha 
proposal to put the library into an old building. Then 
the selectmen in power turned around and started 
spending money foolishly on other projects, so that 
a second hand church, for a library today, is just as 
poor an idea as a secondhand church for a town hall, 

Have the plans prepared, without cost to the 
town, and present them in a town meeting with pro- 
posals for financing which, (for instance) might be 
cleared through Mrs Drew before being made public, 
The Town will buy them! 

The Town Crier, at this time, has no particular 
money saving idea for the financing of a Town Hall, 
but it is needed, and perhaps someone can come up 
with a good idea, 

There is a good way, now, for financing a new 
public library. 

It can now be financed through Public Law 
88-269, signed by President Johnson on February 11th 

$526,000 is available to Massachusetts towns 
for the building of libraries, through this law. Senator 
Ted Kennedy made sure of this, and on the day after 
his brother was assasinated. 

Instead of sitting back and*moaning the town 
could very well get both a new town hall and a new 
library. 

And, as far as the library is concerned, the town 
should be the first to jump! It is going to have to help 
pay for.the money that is being appropriated!

First of all, there seems to be" 
a definite lack of leadership onthe 
part of the board of selectmen, 
We were asked to vote on many 
articles sponsored by them, which 
were not stated clearly inthe war- 
Tant, and with no explanation forth- 
coming from the selectmen until 
Until the voters forced their hand, 

An example was the 25¢ per 
$1000 of valuation out of taxes 
for sidewalks - this article was 
kicked all over the floor until Sel- 
ectman Black explained that the 
article was sponsored at the re- 
Quest of the Town Counsel for le- 
gal purposes, This was a very 
good and logical explanation and we 
then voted favorably onthe article. 
But why wasn’t the article ex- 
plained in this manner in the first 
place? We have a right to know 
the purpose of every article, since 
the selectmen answer to us, 

Another example of the lack of 
leadership was the itme authori- 
zing $50,000 for ‘veterans assis- 
tance’, Thanks to Mr Stickney of 
the finance committee we learned 
that this item had quadrupled in 
seven years - whereas comparable 
towns had only doubledat the most. 
The veteran’s agent, Mr Harper, 
Stated that costs are rising, This 
was not an acceptable answer to 
me since costs have been rising 
in all towns, but why do they rise 
twice as fast in Wilmington?

investigates all claims submitted 
by Mr Harper and that we have to 
Pay the costs whether we have vo- 
ted the money or not, At this point 
we find out that Mr Harper feels 
abused since he ‘only receives a 
measly $1300 a year and no one 
has proposed a salary increase for 
him’. Pll wager that most of the 
members of our town committees 
all work as hard and as long and 
are criticized as much as Mr. 
Harper - and none of them receive 
any financial remuneration at all, 
Perhaps the Solution to this $50,000 
question is that we need a new ve- 
terans agent. In any event we de- 
serve an explanation from the sel- 
ectmen as to why this item sky- 
rocketed, We heard nothing from 
them at the meeting. 

Then the police and firemen sal- 
aries - the voters are being blamed 
for voting in favor ofthese articles 
and the resulting mess, but again 
the selectmen failed us - since 
they, knowing what could happen 
in this matter, neglected to stand 
before us and place the whole mat- 
ter in proper perspective so we

Yes, weare to blame for the vote, 
but the selectmen are directly the 
underlying cause for our not know- 
ing which way to vote, with all the 
accompanying pressure from the 
police and firemen which was ex- 
hibited at the meeting.

Instead of that Selectman Brooks 
spoke glowingly of the wind blowing 
through the walls of the present 
town hall and how one employee 
had caught pneumonia while work- 
ing in the basement, He spoke 
down to the voters in a ridiculous 
manner, and the people felt that a 
town hall was being rammed down 
their throat, so the article was 
lost.

A final comment on the meeting 
itself - I thank tha in an annual 
town meeting where we spend mil- 
lions of dollars, we can afford and 
we need the services of a legal 
counsel.
